The new year, Y2K rolled over in 
Alabama with state and local offi- 
cials reporting no problems. 

Officials with the Alabama 
Emergency Management Agency 
(AEMA) have received no reports 
of any Y2K related problems as the 
new year began at 12:00 a.m. cen 
tral standard time. State EMA offi- 
cials worked with emergency cpor- 
dinators throughout the day and 
night monitoring information 
sources as the new year rolled 
overseas and into the eastern time 
zone 

“We've been monitoring the situ 
ation and are pleased to report that 
no major problems occurred in 
Alabama and none were reported 
on the east coast from the National

Courthouse,” a great success, but 
the people of Elba seemed to really 
appreciate the effort put towards its 
planning. And, she said the citizens 
showed their appreciation with the 
wonderful turnout of what she esti 
mated to be approximately 1,000 to 
1,200 people 

During the nearly 4-hour celebra 
tion, the crowd was entertained by 
several local musicians, vocalists 
and church groups. They also had 
an Opportunity to by souvenir items 
symbolizing the special event, as 
well as, have their picture made in 
front of the historic courthouse with 
the date imposed on the photo 

Then, at midnight, the celebra

As the spectators gathered 
around the front of the courthouse, 
a lighted ball was dropped as 
everyone counted down the final 
ten seconds to the new year, centu- 
ry and millennium.

Elba worked closely with its 
power supplier, Alabama Electric 
Cooperative, in going through a 
comprehensive checklist in ensure 
4 smooth transition into the new 
year. The AEC began planning for 
Y2K in 1996 

rhe Elba Electrical System 
serves 1,783 consumers on 72 
miles of power lines, 

Superintendent James EF. Grimes 
expects no problems to pop up in 
the near future as a result of enter 
ing the new millennium 

Covington Electric Cooperative 
(CEC) employees began preparing 
months ago for the Year 2000 
rollover, Preparation included 
tedious planning and inventorying 
their operations and other systems 
that could possibly fail because of 
the Y2K computer glitch. But the 
challenge went beyond testing 
internal Computer systems; it also 
involved working closely with sup 
pliers to ensure their operations met 
Y2K readiness guidelines and pat 
Licipating in simulations and drills 
to ensure CEC operations met Y2K 
readiness standards.

rhe New Brockton Town Coynceil 
held its first meeting of the Year 
2000 Monday evening with several 
of the town’s citizens in attendance 

Shortly after the meeting began, 
Mayor Britt Lee, officially 
announced the resignation of New 
Brockton’s police chief, Charles 
Driggers. He said that Driggers’ res 
ignation was effective as of last 
Thursday, Dec. 30, 1999, 

Jerry Gilbert has been appointed 
as acting chief of the police depart 
ment and will serve in that capacity 
until a new chief is appointed. 

“We will advertise for a new 
police chief,” said Lee. “When we 
have some applications and every 
thing is in order, we will proceed 
with securing a new police chief. 

Councilman Charles Cole com 
mented, “I would appreciate it if 
you [Mayor Lee] would stress the 
fact that we did not get rid of him 
I’ve been hearing comments that 
‘Ya'll got rid of the chief.’” 

“He came in last Thursday and 
signed a letter that he resigned from

the police department, and that was 
it,” said Mayor Lee 

Members of the council present 
(Council member Linda Gilbert was 
absence due to sickness) wasted lit 
Ue time in getting down to business 
and flowing smoothly through the 
eleven-iten) agenda 

After opening and reviewing the 
four bids received on the cab and 
chassis for the street department, 
the council settled on the low bid 
submitted by Family Ford Sales 
Incorporated of Florence, Ala. Their 
bid was $19,162 for a new 2000 
Ford 350 with a 6.8 Liter engine 
and provisions on the transmission 
for the installation of a PTO (power 
take off), 

Other bids submitted were from 
Jim Cook Ford of Elba (a used 
vehicle), Steel City Pontiae GMC of 
Birmingham, and Ed Sherling of 
Enterprise. 

Councilman Ricky Strickland 
was asked lo review the specs and 
make sure the cab and chassis will 
be compatible with the body which 
the town will install on the unit

The next order of business was 
one very important to the citizens of 
New Brockton and the surrounding 


area, It concerned emergency Med 
ical services 

Mayor Lee and the council 
reviewed the provisions of a tenta 
live contract with Coffee County 
EMS for providing theses services 
to the town and surrounding area 

Prior to discussing the proposal, 
Mayor Lee commented, “As you 
know, we have been working 
through the county commission for 
some forty-five days now trying lo 
see if we can get emergency service 
to the people of New Brockton 

Mayor Lee eluded to a couple of 
meetings involving state, county 
and local leaders that were held to 
address this problem both on a short 
term basis and to find a long term 
solution 

rhe mayor stressed the fact that 
the following is a “short term fix” 
to the problem 

rhe town of New Brockton will 
furnish one of the ambulances (once 
operated by the New Brockton Kes 
cue Squad) to Coffee County EMS 
for a fee of $1) for a nine month 
period. EMS will be responsible for 
the vehicle, all insurance, and all 
vehicle repairs minus the power: 
train (engine, Wansmission & reas 
end), There will be a thirty-day 
grace period, upon acceptance ot 
the proposal, on all repairs in which 
the city will be responsible for 

rhe vehicle (ambulance) will be 
primarily used on New Brockton 
runs and would only be used for 
transfers if they (EMS) had no other 
vehicle available, It was also noted 
by the mayor that EMS would wel 
come any assistance from local cer 
tified EMT (emergency medical! 
technicians) that had served with 
the New Brockton Rescue Squad 

In addition to the above, there 
will be a $1,000 per month (ning 
months) supplement made to EMS 
by the county with the agreement 
being retroactive to January | 
2000. A thirty-day cancellation 


nouce would be required by both 


parties involved in the equipment 
lease agreement 

Upon transfer of the ambulance 
to EMS, it will be inspected by all 
parties involved, to include state 
licensing authorities. All normal 
ambulance equipment (oxygen, 
stretcher, ete.) will be included in 
the lease, and upon termination of 
the agreement, the ambulance will 


be returned to New Brockton in the 
ime nition as received 

| COSL to Tt] town of New

A rapid diagnosis 
can help prevent the spread of the 
discuse 

In addition to diagnosing dis 
cuses, other tests can often be done 
to help make treatment and preven 
tion decisions. For example, in 
cuses where antibiotics are needed 
for other animals on the farm, a test 
can be done to help decide which

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Death Row Inmates Should Not Be Given Forum

One example is giving death row 
Inmates a forum, on the World 
Wide Web, to vent all of their 
thoughts against soc iety, along with 
their so-called poems and ariwork 
A company in Canada, known as 
Canadian Coalition Against the 
Death Penalty, is hosting web sites 
lor such a purpose. And, according 
fo recent news reports, Alabama 
death row inmates are prominently 
featured on this site, 

More than a dozen Alabama 
death row inmates have been given 
Iree Internet Web pages by this 
#roup, calling it freedom of speech. 
Well, I think those awaiting the 
death penalty have forfeited such 
rights by committing the crime that 
caused them to be sentenced to 
death, The Canadian Coalition 
Against the Death Penalty is also 
running requests on its pages for 
pen pals for nearly four dozen 
Alabama inmates. 

his organization allows Alaba- 
ina convicts and their counterparts 
in 37 other states and some foreign 
countries to air their gripes about 
the legal system, to display their 
poems and their sometimes bloody 
and graphic art in an international 
forum on their Internet pages. The 
inmates have to mail their materials 
to the organization in Canada since 
prison officials won’t let them 
uccess the Internet directly. 

The head of this coalition says 
that he is providing this outlet for 
the inmates because he is against 
the death penalty. He believes that

one Alabama death row 
inmate who was convicted of slay 
ing a woman in Jefferson County in 
1994, now has a presence on the 
Internet, thanks to the Canadian 
Coalition Against the Death Penal 
ly 

This inmate and three other 
teenagers stabbed their victim 180 
limes, hacked open her chest, 
removed one of her lungs, cut off 
her fingers and thumbs, broke 
every bone in her face and skull 
and threw her over a cliff, accord- 
ing to news reports. Why should 
this murderer be allowed to post 
anything on the Internet for the 
world to view? 

This inmate has posted on the 
Internet the following which he 
wants to be know as his last words; 
“Take life from me on this day of 
(which I) do not wish to live. I will 
see no tomorrow; All that | know 
turns black with my hate, I give in 
to pain. | yield on to fate; Look 
unto me, for death is my choice. | 
fear not the wrath, I lift up my 
voice; Why all the pain? This you 
can’t tell so I say unto you now, I 
await you in Hell”, 

He has also posted a drawing of a 
nude woman with her right foot on 
the bowed back of a nude victim 
while holding a bloody sword in 
her left hand and the decapitated 
victim’s head in her right hand. 
Another sketch shows a skull with 
crossed swords behind it. How sick 
can you get? | can’t imagine the 
Kind of emotions this ‘freedom’ 
brings to the family of the mur- 
dered victim. 

Death row inmates also seek out 
pen pals on the Canadian Coalition 
Against the Death Penalty web site. 
Most of the notes posted by the 
inmates, from my observation, 
were blaming everyone other than 
themselves for their plight. 

I saw none who displayed any 
remorse for their deeds. One

Although the number of licensed 
drivers on our nation’s roadways 
increased by 15 percent over the

But first... would 
like for you to assume a comfort 
able position, and let these words of 
wisdom flow through your mind 
and soul, As I paint this small pic 
ture on the wall of your mind and 
sparkle a little chocolate over your 
life, | want you to understand that | 
am 22 years of age, but believe me 
friend my mentality level is far 
beyond that. I’ve sought my excel 
lent potential as a human being, at 
such a youthful age....If you would 
like for your life to be enhanced in 
a professional manner, then here is 
your milk and honey! Roses are red 
and violets are blue, if | were look- 
ing for love I'd pick me if I were 
you”, 

I see no place in society for this 
type of public display of death row 
inmate’s writings. As a member of 
the Alabama Senate and a member 
of the Alabama Prison Oversight 
Committee, | will do everything in 
my power to prevent inmates in our 
state from being allowed to partici- 
pate in this warped scenario called 
‘freedom of speech’.

Lawn management : Should you lay sod in the winter? 
How do you manage Ryegrass for the home lawn 


Stan Windham

Two very common questions that 
we receive in the fall of the year 
relate to “When to lay sod or plant 
yard grass?” and “How should I 
apply ryegrass for my home lawn?” 

There are several opinions as it 
relates to laying sod and planting 
yard grass. One of the biggest prob 
lems that you face in the Gulf South 
is things can grow in the winter and 
then all of a sudden it will freeze. If 
you plant centipede seed, which is 
very small and will readily germi 
nate, or you lay sod or plant com- 
mon Bermudagrass seed at the par- 
ticular time of the year that we are 
in now, it will probably germinate 
and grow. The big problem comes 
maybe two weeks from now, in that 
we catch some hard weather that 
will last maybe a week or two. It 
may last all winter and then all of a 
sudden you have lost, for sure the 
germinated grass and possibly, 
because the root system of the sod 
has been tampered with, you could 
lose a fair amount of sod. 

There is no doubt, that it is much 
better to seed grass in the spring- 
time. The earliest would be late 
February and more likely March 
and April, As far as laying sod there 
has been a lot of folks that have laid 
winter sod with a great deal of suc- 
cess. The root system of grass is 
what gives it its winter hardiness. If 
we have a hard winter and sod is 
freshly laid, there is the possibility 
that you could lose a good bit of the 
sod to winter kill damage. If you 
are able to manage the sod much 
like they do on the infield of a base- 
ball field, where they cover the sod, 
because they have to plant in an off 
time of the year to have it ready for 
the spring playing season. If you an 
do this there is a good chance that 
the sod will make it. My preferred 
time to lay sod would be in the 
spring of the year. You then have 
the entire growing season for the 
sod to set its roots and over the 
shock of being moved and establish 
before you enter a winter period. 

If we have-a winter such as we 
had last year; laying sod would do 
fine in the wintertime. But if we 
have a hard winter there is a poten- 
tial for problems more so than when 
sod is laid in the spring. As to the 
question of ryegrass planted as a 
winter cover crop as well as a beau- 
tification tool for your yard, there is 
no reason that this won’t work in 
most any yard. There are, however, 
some things that you need to 
remember. Ryegrass’s main grow- 
ing season is February to May. You 
will, of course, get growth now and 
you will have some growth into 
January and into February. The big 
flush of growth will come in the 
spring. This is a concern because at 
some point in that period of time,

your permanent perennial yard 
grass is going to try and break dor 

mancy and grow. If you don’t con 
trol the height of the ryegrass then 
you can run into problems with it 
choking out Bermudas and cen 

tipedes and other types of grasses 
In other words, you have to mow 
and care for ryegrass and keep it cut 
pretty low particularly over in the 
spring. Another question as it 
relates to ryegrass is “How much 
ryegrass should I seed per 1000 
square feet?” This depends on how 
thick you want the stand, If you 
want a relatively thin stand, a quar- 
ter pound or so will give you a thin 
covering of ryegrass spread out 
over a thousand square feet. A 
heavier stand, much like you see in 
a winter grazing situation would be 
one half pound to say six tenths of a 
pound per one thousand square feet. 
Generally, once you spread the rye- 
grass it does not require tillage to 
get germination. If you have a very 
thick matted turf, germination will 
be less or if you have a big thatch 
build up, germination will be less. 

The number one thing to remem- 
ber is that you must control the 
height and growth of the ryegrass in 
the spring or you could choke out 
your perennial turf grass.

Long time Circuit Clerk Jim Ellis 
confirmed rumors which have been 
floating around the county for 
months Tuesday when he officially 
announced he is retiring, effective 
January 18th. Ellis has served as 
Circuit Clerk since January 1977. 
He served four-6 year terms, the 
last three of which he was elected 
to completely unopposed. He made 
his retirement official in a recent 
letter to the Administrative Office 
of Courts (AOC). 

“I plan to take some time for 
myself,” Ellis said Tuesday morn- 
ing. “I want to get in a lot of fishing 
and work on my golf handicap.” He 
added that even though he had no 
immediate plans other than relaxing 
a little, the farm and community 
activities would probably keep him 
pretty busy. If not, his wife Becky, 
who has not retired. will probably 
have some suggestions for him. 

Ellis said he had enjoyed his 
tenure in public office and 
expressed thanks to the people of 
Coffee County for allowing him to 
serve in the office for four terms 
“There are some great people in 
Coffee County, and | am probably 
going to miss being with people the 


most... am a people person,” he 
said as his eyes gazed off into 
space, 


Mr. Ellis joined the Coffee Coun- 
ty Judicial System in 1972, as a 
probation/judicial assistant with 
Inferior Court Judge Fleetwood 
Carnley, It was a pilot program, 
funded with a LEPA grant, 
designed to get the courts directly 
handling the probations, rather than 
going through DHR, known then as 
“the welfare office”. It was the first 
such program in Southeast Alaba 
ma, He was elected to the Circuit 
Clerk’s position in the fall elections 
of 1976 after then clerk Gladys 
Clark announced her pending 
retirement

The Solid Waste Disposal 
Enforcement Unit of the Coffee 
County Health Department 
announced last Thursday, Jan, 6, 
that five county residents have been 
arrested for finlure to participate in 
the mandatory solid waste program 

Enforcement officer Wanda 
Edberg said the residents were 
arrested for their failure to sign up 
for the county's solid waste collec 
tion, In addition to the five arrest 
ed, there are seventy-five arrests 
pending for other county residents 
who have failed to participate in 
the solid waste collection program 

All residents of rural Coffee 
County should be aware that partic 
ipation in this program is mandato 


ry. State law, since 1993, requires 
all residents to dispose of thei 
solid waste or garbage in an appro- 
priate manner and Coffee County is 
no exception, The law is being 
strictly enforced 

All households located outside 
the corporate limits of the cities 
and towns located in the county are 
required to participate in the coun 
ty’s solid waste collection program 

Edberg says that in towns and 
cities this is usually not a problem 
because these residents have to reg- 
ister for garbage/trash collection 
when they sign up for water, but in 
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their respective

The Coffee County Commission 


held its first meeting of the year 


2000 on Monday and zipped 
through a relative short agenda in 
less than an hour. 

Consuming most of the meeting 
was the discussion of whether or 
not to change the road number of a 
section of now Co. Rd. 709 as 
requested by the Coffee Ganga 
Emergency Communications (E- 
911) Board (CCECB) in the 
December 13th commission meet- 
ing. 

A number of individuals who live 
on Co. Rd. 709 were present to 
voice their opposition to the 
change Homer Jackson, 
spokesman for the group told com- 
missioners, “I’ve lived in that com- 
munity for about sixteen years now, 
and since that time I’ve gone 
through three changes of address. 
Unless you've done that several 
times, you don’t know what a pain 
it gets to be - notifying all the peo- 
ple that you have to...1 just don't 
see the reason behind changing the 
highway number for about a quarter 
of mile or so.” 

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
asked Charles Webb, chairman of 
the CCECB, to explain to the group 
why he felt it was necessary to 
make the change in the road num- 
ber of Co. Rd. 709 

Prior to his explanation, Webb

The mayor and council agreed 
that the Mayor should look into 
some promised additional funding 
for this position. 

The city council approved three 
housekeeping resolutions. One was 
to make official the name of the 
engineering firm to handle the engi- 
neering services for the addition to 
the CDBG disaster recovery grant.

said, “When we designed the E-911 
system, we did so with the goal 
being to make every address in the 
county easy to locate. As we have 
refined the system, we find that 
there were some areas where we 
the people who have been working 
on this, feel some mistakes were 
made...probably this particular 
issue should have been caught ear- 
lier, but it wasn’t.” 

Webb told commissioners, and 
those present, the original problem 
is that Co. Rd. 709, which runs 
from Co. Rd. 708 across Al. Hwy 
167 and on to AL Hwy. 134/U.S. 
Hwy. 84, goes in and out of the 
Enterprise City Limits between AL 
Hwy, 167 and AL Hwy. 134 two 
different times. 

He explained this is a potential 
problem due to the fact that the por- 
tions of 709 that enter the Enter- 
prise City Limits become streets 
with names (in this case Three 
Notch Road) in lieu of county roads 
with numbers. Also, the numbering 
system used by Enterprise’s E-911 
in assigning addresses along these 
streets is different than the one used 
by the county. 

Webb said these two differences 
could cause a delay in emergency 
responders reaching an individual 
making an E-911 call, 

His initial recommendation was 
to change the portion of Co, Rd 
709 between 708 and AL Hwy. 167 
to Co. Rd, 746, and let Co, Rd. 709 
originate from AL Hwy. 
134/U.S.Hwy. 84; however, he 
agreed with a recommendation 
from Commissioner Dalrymple and 
County Engineer Randy Tindell, 
who have both looked at the situa- 
tion, that it might be better to let the 
portion of 709 between Co, Rd. 708 
and AL Hwy. 167 remain as is and 
change the portion of 709 between 
AL Hwy. 167 and AL Hwy. 
134/U.S. Hwy 84 to Co. Rd. 746, 

“I certainly don’t have any prob- 
lem with what the road number is, 
but the residents on it have got a 
problem and that is the reason | 
asked for this explanation why it 
needed changing,” said Commis- 
sioner Dalrymple, “If they want it 
changed, I'll certainly vote for ic to 
be changed.” 

After several minutes of discus 
sion with severe! opinions being 
offered as to what should or should 
not be done, it was determined that 
nothing could be done until the 
original motion was “untabled” and

Councilman Ronnie Hammond 
addressed the council on the instal- 
lation of the drain pipes on Martin 
L. King Drive (MLK) and a 
drainage problem on Myrtle Street. 

Morrow told him the city 1s wait- 
ing for the gas company to relocate 
a gas line before proceeding with 
the pipe installation on MLK. He 
added that the gas company was 
trying to time the work because cut- 
ting the line will cut gas service to 
half of Elba. 

Addressing the Myrtle Street 
drainage problem, Morrow said, 
“dirt is useless, we have been await- 
ing the reopening of the asphalt 
plant and getting either hot or cold 
mix to address that problem.”

Commissioner Doug Dalrymple 
made a motion, seconded by Com- 
missioner Tom Grimsley, that the 
original motion made in the 
December 13th meeting to accept 
CCECB’s recommendation be 
returned before the commission for 
a vote.

With the original motion now 
before the commission to change 
the road numbers as suggested by 
the CCECB, Commissioners 
Robert Stephens, Kayo Lewis, and 
Len Averett voted in favor of the 
change.
